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FCREWORD 


The  Department  of  Water  Resources,  as  Watermaster  for 
the  Central  Basin,  submits  this  annual  report  as  a  comprehensive 
review  of  water  supply  conditions  in  the  Basin  during  the  1970-71 
water  year.  The  report  was  prepared  for  the  Superior  Court  in  the 
County  of  Los  Angeles,  ana  for  the  parties  to  the  Central  Basin 
Judgment,  whose  provisions  authorize  its  publication. 

The  Central.  Basin  is  administered  by  the  Department 
as  a  watermaster  service  area  in  accordance  with  Part  k.   Division  2j 
of  the  California  Water  Code.  The  Basin  has  been  operating  for 
several  years  under  a  well-defined  management  plan  that  limits 
and  monitors  ground  water  extractions. 

This  report  contains  information  on  ground  water  extrac- 
tions, use  of  imported  water,  recharge  operations,  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Exchange  Water  Pool,  and  a  financial  report  on  water- 
master  service  during  the  1970-71  water  year.

I.   THE  CENTRAL  BASIN 


The  Central  Basin  is  a  relatively- 
large  ground  water  basin  underlying 
the  southeastern  part  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Coastal  Plain.  The  basin  is 
bounded  on  the  south  and  west  by  the 
Newport -Inglewood  Uplift,  and  on  the 
north  by  the  hills  between  the 
Coastal  Plain  and  the  San  Gabriel 
Valley,  suid  on  the  east  by  the  Orange 
County  line.  A  general  outline  of 
the  basin  is  shown  in  Figure  1. 

Most  of  the  227  square -mile  basin  sup- 
ports an  urban-suburban  culture,  there 
being  23  incorporated  cities  within 
the  basin.  A  substantial  portion  of 
the  water  needed  by  the  cities  is 
pumped  directly  frcm  the  underlying 
basin. 

Some  twenty  years  ago  an  overdraft  of 
the  ground  water  basin  resulted  in 
declining  water  levels  which  triggered 
sea  water  intrusion  and  threatened 
the  ground  water  supply.  Timely  legal 
action  halted  the  overdraft  and  pre- 
vented serious  damage  to  the  basin. 
Today,  ground  water  use  in  the 
Central  Basin  is  restricted  by  a 
Sui>erior  Court  Judgment  and  monitored 
by  a  court -appointed  Watermaster. 
The   Watermaster 's  prime  duty  being 
the  administration  of  the  controls 
prescribed  by  the  Judgment  and  to 
report  annually  on  significant  ground 
water  irelated  events  that  occur  in 
the  Basin  to  the  Court  and  parties. 
The  basin  has  been  operated  under  the 
management  of  a  Watermaster  for  five 
years. 

History  of  Water  Resources 
Development 

One  hundred  years  ago,  the  Los 
Angeles  Coastal  Plain  was  i>oised  on 
the  threshold  of  a  development  boom. 
The  key  to  the  future  of  the  Central 
Basin  was  water. 


The  definite  shortage  of  adequate 
yesur-round  surface  water  supplies  in 
the  Central  Basin  forced  the  early 
development  of  ground  water  sources. 
As  early  as  I87O,  water  users  had 
tapped  the  artesiam  wells  and  springs 
east  of  the  Newport -Inglewood  Uplift. 
When  the  artesian  wells  ceased  to 
flow,  water  users  were  forced  to  drill 
small  wells  for  reliable  water  sup- 
plies. These  small  wells  easily  pumped 
enough  water  to  continue  the  economic 
growth  of  the  Centred.  Basin  Area. 

Ground  water  development  sjnirted 
dramatically  ahead  in  I909  with 
the  advent  of  the  deep  well  turbine 
pump.  Tremendous  adaptability  and 
superior  oi)erating  characteristics  of 
the  new  pump  placed  efficient  water 
wells  within  economic  reach  of  every- 
one. Reliable  water  supplies  attrac- 
ted industry  and  agriculture.  Each 
new  business  required  water.  Even- 
tusLLly,  the  demeuid  for  ground  water 
exceeded  the  natural  replenishment 
of  the  Centreil  Basin. 

The  resulting  overdraft  was  clearly 
indicated  by  dropping  ground  water 
levels  and  a  few  small  areas  of  sea 
water  intrusion.  The  rapidly  in- 
creasing cost  of  pumping  ground 
water  £ind  an  occasional  well  failure 
because  of  dropping  water  levels  were 
the  thief  econcmic  reasons  for  the 
keen  interest  in  the  Central  Basin's 
serious  ground  water  problem. 

The  deteriorating  ground  water  situa- 
tion in  the  Central  Bsisin  and  the 
adjoining  West  Coast  Basin  prompted 
interested  water  users  to  form  the 
Central  Basin  Water  Association  in 
1950.  A  plan  to  manage  the  Central 
Basin's  resources  began  to  material- 
ize. The  plan  would: 
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1.  Provide  a  supplemental  water 
supply  to  major  producers. 

2.  Limit  ground  water  extrac- 
tions frcin  the  Central  Basin. 

3.  Create  an  exchange  water  pool 
to  provide  ground  water  pump- 
ing rights  for  water  users 
without  access  to  other  sup- 
plemental water  supplies. 

Phase  I  was  realized  in  1952  when  the 
Central  Basin  Municipal  Water  District 
was  formed  to  distribute  water  from 
the  Colorado  River.  The  District  was 
annexed  to  The  Metropolitan  Water 
District  of  Southern  California  in 
I95U,  and  Colorado  River  water  soon 
was  flowing  into  the  Central  Basin. 

The  West  Basin  Water  Association  and 
the  Central  Basin  Water  Association 
were  largely  responsible  for  the  crea- 
tion of  the  Central  and  West  Basin 
Water  Replenishment  District  in  1959. 
This  special  District  covers  U20  square 
miles  of  the  Central  and  West  Coast 
Basins  (Coastal  Plain)  of  Los  Angeles 
County.  The  District's  objective  is 
to  replenish  and  maintain  the  now 
depleted  ground  water  bsusins  by 
purchasing  imported  water  to  halt  sea- 
water  intrusion  and  replenish  the 
ground  water  supply.  The  District 
financed  this  program  during  the 
1970-71  water  year  by  placing  a  $6 
tax  on  each  acre-foot  of  ground  water 
extracted  within  the  District's 
boundaries. 

On  January  2,  1962,  the  Central  and 
West  Basin  Water  Replenishment  Dis- 
trict filed  Case  No.  786,656  in  the 
Superior  Court,  County  of  Los  Angeles, 
naming  more  than  seven  hundred 
parties.  The  Plaintiff's  objectives: 
quiet  title  to  rights  to  the  use  of 
ground  water;  and  regulate  withdrawals 
from  the  Central  Basin  to  protect  the 
water  supply  from  deterioration. 


Adverse  ground  water  conditions,  and 
the  indefinite  period  before  a  final 
adjudication  could  be  expected, 
prompted  the  Central  Basin  Water 
Association  to  draft  an  interim 
agreement  c\irtailing  extractions  from 
the  basin.  By  September  I962,  a  pro- 
posed interim  agreement  had  been  ap- 
proved by  a  sufficient  number  of  water 
producers  (producers  owning  over  75 
percent  of  the  Assumed  Relative  Rights 
within  the  basin)  to  guarantee  control 
over  ground  water  pumping  in  the  basin. 
On  September  28,  I962,  the  Court  signed 
the  "Order  Pursuant  to  Stipulation  and 
Interim  Agreement  and  Petition  for 
Order"  and  appointed  the  Department 
of  Water  Resources  as  Watermaster. 

In  order  to  avoid  the  protracted  liti- 
gation experienced  in  other  watermaster 
service  areas  in  Los  Angeles  County, 
the  attorneys  representing  principal 
parties  held  monthly  meetings  to  work 
toward  settlement  of  the  action.  A 
stipulated  judgment  was  drafted  by  the 
attorneys  at  these  meetings.  Signa- 
tures of  approval'  obtained  from  public 
utility  water  companies  and  other 
producers  represented  well  over 
200,000  acre-feet  (75  percent)  of  the 
total  rights  within  the  basin.  This 
was  a  prerequisite  to  filing  the 
stipulated  judgment  with  the  Court. 

A  pretrial  was  held  in  March,  and  on 
May  17,  1965,  the  case  went  to  trial 
before  the  Honorable  Edmund  M.  Moor. 
After  a  week's  testimony  on  engineer- 
ing, geology,  hydrology,  safe  yield  of 
the  basin,  and  arguments  on  water 
right  entitlements,  the  case  was  con- 
tinued to  August  25,  1965.  Shortly 
thereafter.  Judge  Moor  appointed  the 
California  State  Department  of  Water 
Resources,  Watenneister.  The  final 
Judgment  was  signed  on  October  11, 
1965,  and  became  effective  on 
October  1,  I966. 


Watermaster  Service 


Watennaister  Service  is  administered  by 
the  California  Department  of  Water 
Res  >urces  in  accordsmce  with  Part  k. 
Division  2,  of  the  California  Water 
Code,  Watermaster  Service  Areas  are 
created  by  the  Department  either  at 
the  request  of  water  users  or  by 
order  of  the  Superior  Court.  The 
first  Watermsister  Service  Area  was 
formed  in  September  1929 .  Currently, 
there  are  19  such  areas  controlling 
the  surface  water  diversions  in 
Northern  California  and  k   in  Southern 
California  controlling  ground  water 
extractions. 

Once  a  month,  every  ground  water 
pumper  reports  his  ground  water  ex- 
tractions to  the  Watermaster.  This 
makes  possible  updating  of  his  water 
right  account  (Watermaster  Production 
Summary)  by  computing  the  amount 
pumped  diiring  the  previous  month,  the 
total  amount  pumped  during  the  current 
water  year,  and  the  amount  that  can 
legally  be  pumped  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year.  A  cojjy  of  the  Watermaster 
Water  Production  Summary  is  mailed  to 
the  pumper  each  month. 

If  electric  meter  readings  are 
reported  along  with  water  meter  read- 
ings, electric  power  consumption  can 
be  correlated  with  water  production. 
Erratic  or  rapidly  increasing  electric 
power  consumption  vs.  water  production, 
for  instance,  may  suggest  an  ineffi- 
cient pump,  system  losses,  or  an  in- 
accurate water  meter.  In  this  raanrier 
the  summary  occasionally  ;  • '  .',es 
malfunction  of  pumps  or  water  meters. 

The  VZatenr.aster  field  staff  calibrates 
the  water  meter  on  every  active  water 
we3J.  at  least  once  every  two  years. 
Accurate  measurement  of  ground  water 
extractions  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  the  success  of  the  Basin's  mana^^e- 
ment  plan.  All  available  means,  in- 
cluding systeoi  efficiency  tests,  are 


used  to  confirm  water  meter  test 
results.  One  copy  of  each  test  is 
furnished  to  the  well  owner  and  inac- 
curate meters  must  be  repaired  within 
thirty  days.  Follow-up  tests  on  re- 
paired meters  and  initial  tests  on 
new  wells  are  scheduled  whenever  neces- 
sary. Parties  may  also  request  a  meter 
test  at  any  time. 

During  the  197O-71  water  year,  the 
Watermaster  evaluated  historical 
grtDund  water  production  records  of 
seversil  parties.  All  of  the  reviews 
were  routine  and  resulted  in  minor 
uncontested  changes  in  the  record. 

Central  and  West  Basin  Water 
Replenishment  District 

The  Central  and  West  Basin  Water 
Replenishment  District  (C&WBWRD)  is  a 
very  active  water  conservation  organi- 
zation in  Los  Angeles  County.  The 
District  is  responsible  for  replenish- 
ing the  underground  water  supply  of 
both  Central  and  West  Coast  Basins. 

The  creation  of  water  replenishment 
districts  is  a  statutory  procedure 
established  by  the  California  Legis- 
lature. Division  I8  of  the  California 
Water  Code  describes  the  duties  and 
obligations  of  a  water  replenishment 
district.  Such  districts  have  powers 
very  well  suited  to  solving  ground 
water  problems  whether  the  problem  be 
quality  or  quantity  oriented. 

The  Central  and  West  Basin  Water 
Replenishment  District  if  conprised  of 
a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  small  staff 
to  ceurry  out  the  directives  of  the 
Board.  The  District  is  actively  en- 
gaged in  several  replenishment  pro- 
grams. These  programs  (i.e.,  water 
spreading,  barrier  operation,  and  in 
lieu  replenishment)  are  described  in 
this  report.  The  District  also 
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publishes  an  annual  report  of  its 
yeeurly  operations  during  Febi^iary  or 
March  of  each  year.  Additional  in-

The  Watermaster  cooperates  very 
closely  with  the  Central  and  West 
Basin  Water  Replenishment  District 
for  msuiy  reasons:  (l)  Watermaster 
Service  areas  in  Central  and  West 
Coast  Basins  closely  coincide  with 
the  District  boundaries;  (2)  both 
the  District  and  the  Watermaster 


are  required  to  record  all  ground 
water  extractions  frco  the  basins;  (3) 
the  District  was  the  Plaintiff  in  the 
Central  Basin  Water  Rights  Case,  (Case 
No.  786,656,  Superior  Co\irt,  Los 
Angeles  County);  (U)  both  the  District 
and  the  Watermaster  are  concerned  with 
the  usefulness  of  the  ground  water 
basins  on  the  Coastal  Plain. 

Many  of  the  Watemaster's  data  collec- 
tion programs  are  coordinated  with  the 
District  to  prevent  duplication.  Hence, 
your  monthly  or  quarterly  water  well 
report  is  mailed  to  the  District  and 
forwarded  by  the  District  to  the 
Watermaster. 
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II.  WATER  SUPPLY  CONDITIONS 


Water  from  many  sources  is  required  to 
serve  the  needs  of  Southern  Calif- 
ornia's thriving  urban  economy.  Water 
from  the  Colorado  River  and  Owens 
River,  runoff  from  the  mountains, 
ground  water,  reclaimed  waste  water, 
and  desalination  plants  along  the 
coast  contribute  to  one  of  the  lar- 
gest water  supply  systems  in  the  world. 
AdditdcnsLl  water  wil]  soon  bf  deliver- 
ed by  the  CsLLifomia  Aqueduct. 

Precipitation 

fouthern  California  en,ioys  a 
Mediterranean-type  climate  character- 
ized by  hot,  dry  s\immers  and  sparse 
precipitation  during  the  winter 
•-onths.  The  average  rainfall  on  the 


Central  Basin  dxiring  1970-71  was 
11.51  inches  (71  percent  of  normal). 
This  is  the  second  year  in  a  row  that 
the  annual  rainfall  was  less  than 
normal.  The  mean  seasonal  precipita- 
tion (base  period  1897-I9U7)  varies 
from  12  inches  at  Long  Beach  to  I6 
inches  at  /J^ittier  Narrows.  The  loca- 
tions of  the  precipitation  stations, 
used  to  measure  rainfall, and  the  annual 
amount  recorded  are  shown  on  Figure  2. 

Local  precipitation  in  the  basin  does 
not  influence  the  ground  water  supply 
of  the  Central  Basin  to  any  great  de- 
gree. A  layer  of  impermeable  material 
lies  between  the  surface  and  the  pro- 
ducing aquifers  except  in  the 
forebay  areas.  As  a  consemence , 
very  little  of  the  anrniax

Figure  2.  precipitation  stations 
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rainfall  reaches  the  zones  from  where 
it  can  be  pfumped  back  to  the  surface. 
The  below  normal  rainfall  (about  77 
percent  of  normal)  in  the  nearby  San 
Gabriel  Mountains  did  not  induce  much 
runoff  which  could  subsequently  be 
captured  at  the  Whittier  Narrows  to 
the  benefit  of  the  Central  Basin. 


The  Los  Angeles  County  Flood  Control 
District  (LACFCD)  operates  spreading  ■ 
grounds  along  the  Rio  Hondo  and  San 
Gabriel  Rivers  in  the  Montebello  fore- 
bay  of  the  Central  Basin;  see  Plate  1 
on  page  15.  The  entire  spreading 
operation  is  s\iimnarized  in  Table  1. 


Ground  Water  Recharge 

Natural  replenishment  of  the  basin's 
ground  water  supply  is  limited  to  in- 
flow through  Whittier  Narrows  (and 
some  underflow)  from  the  San  Gabriel 
Valley.  Some  of  the  water  that  per- 
colates into  the  forebay  areas  of 
Central  Basin  eventually  crosses  the 
Central-West  Coast  Basin  barrier  and 
into  the  West  Coast  Basin.  For  sever- 
al years  now,  outflow  and  extractions 
have  exceeded  natural  replenishment, 
thus  upsetting  the  basin's  balance. 

Today,  attempts  are  being  made  to  re- 
establish nature's  balance.  One 
method  of  artificial  replenishment  is 
water  spreading.  Water  is  flooded  on 
areas  where  it  can  percolate  into  the 
underground  aquifers  and  supplement 
the  natural  recharge  supply.  Large 
quantities  of  water  can  be  returned 
to  the  ground  by  spreading  water,  but 
the  process  is  limited  by  the  space 
available  for  spreading  facilities 
and  the  ability  of  the  recharge 
aquifers  to  transmit  water  back  to 
the  basin. 

The  small  quantities  of  runoff  during 
1970-71  again  resulted  in  a  jxDor  year 
of  record  for  the  conservation  of 
local  runoff.  Storm  runoff  conserved 
was  78  percent  of  the  storm  runoff 
conserved  the  year  before  while  the 
purcheised  water  spread  was  126  per- 
cent of  the  amount  purchased  and 
spread  that  year.  The  total  amount 
of  supplemental  water  purchased  was 
over  two  times  the  local  runoff.

Alamitos  Barrier  Project 


The  Alamitos  Barrier  Project  designed 
to  prevent  sea-water  intrusion  into  the 
fresh  aquifers  of  the  CentreJ.  Basin 
is  of  great  importance  to  water 
users  in  the  Central  Basin. 

Sea-water  intrusion  at  the  mouth  of 
the  San  Gabriel  River  (Alamitos  Gap) 
poses  a  serious  threat  to  the  ground 
water  supply.  This  area  has  seven 
water-bearing  zones  identified  in 
downward  order  as  the  Recent  aquifer, 
C-Zone,  B-Zone,  A-Zone,  I-Zone,  Main 
r Silverado)  aquifer  and  Lower  Zone 
(Sunnyside)  aquifer. 
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Sea-water  intrusion  occurs  through 
the  Recent  Zone,  which  is  very  per- 
meable and  open  to  the  sea.  The  C,  B, 
A,  and  I  Zones  merge  with  the  Recent 
Zone  and  are  therefore  susceptible  to 
intrusion,  which  is  notable  by  the 
varying  degrees  of  salinity  occurring 
in  water  found  in  each  zone.  The 
saline  water  intrusion  was  detected 
as  far  as  10,CXX)  feet  landward  of  the 
Newport -Inglewood  fsiult  zone,  and  if 
unchecked,  could  extend  into  the 
Silverado  and  Sunnyside  aquifers  which 
are  the  principal  ground  water 
producing  zones  in  the  basin. 

The  Los  Angeles  County  Flood  Control 
District  successfully  operates  a  com- 
bination saline  water  extraction 
trough  and  fresh  water  pressure  ridge 
to  halt  intrusion.  Seven  observation 
wells  were  added  to  the  project  during 
the  1970-71  water  year.  These  wells 
provided  additional  geologic  data  at 
the  west  end  of  the  existing  injec- 
tion barrier,  and  are  currently  being 
used  to  monitor  ground  water  levels 
and  water  qusLLity  in  this  area.  The 
infonnation  from  this  monitoring  pro- 
gram will  be  utilized  in  determining 
if  additional  barrier  facilities  are 
necessary.  Since  operations  of  the 
barrier  began  in  I965  the  sea-water 
intrusion  problem  has  been  effectively 
contained.  The  location  of  the 
barrier  is  shown  on  Plate  1.,  page  15, 
Table  2  shows  the  scope  of  the  project.

Water  Quality 

The  battle  for  good  quality  water  in 
the  Central  Basin  began  many  years 
ago.  In  fact,  it  was  essentially 
a  water  queLLity  problem  that  prompted 
the  Central  Basin  litigation.  Many  of 
the  aquifers  underlying  the  Los 
Angeles  Coastal  Plain  are  separated 
from  each  other  by  impervious  material. 
However,  some  of  the  aquifers  are  hy- 
draulically  connected  to  the  ocean,  so 
occasionally  one  or  more  adjacent  aqui- 
fers may  become  impaired  by  sea  water. 
If  a  well  is  drilled  downward  through 
two  aquifers,  one  clean,  one  polluted, 
without  using  proper  casing  techniques, 
water  caji  move  from  the  polluted 
aquifer  to  the  unpolluted  one. 

To  prevent  such  occurrences,  the 
Department  of  Water  Resources  conduc- 
ted an  intensive  investigation  that 
culminated  in  the  publication  of  reccsc- 
mended  stajidards  for  water  well  construc- 
tion and  destruction. i/  Adoption  hear- 
ings on  these  standards  were  held  in 
1969  by  the  Los  Angeles  Regional  Water 
Quality  Control  Board  and  it  now  reports 
that  all  local  agencies  and  municipali- 
ties in  the  Central  Basin  have  adopted 
them. 

One  of  the  most  important  pieces  of 
legislation  enacted  by  the  I969  Legis- 
lature was  the  Porter-Cologne  Water 
Quality  Control  Act   (Water  Code, 
Division  7,  coniiienf.-iiif;  vilh  Section 
13000),  effective  January  1,  I97O. 
This  Act  made  extensive  revisioiis  in 
California's  'iter  quality  control 
laws  and  is  one  of  the  most  stringent 
in  the  nation.

The  regional  boards  can  now  enforce 
dlschJirge  requirements  vrithout  show- 
ing the  existence  of  conditions  of 
pollution  or  nuisance.  If  a  dis- 
charger violates  requirements  of  the 
Boards,  and  no  action  is  taken  to 
correct  deficiencies  in  discharge, 
the  Board  may  request  enforcement  by 
the  Attorney  General.  Violations  of 
a  regional  board  cease  and  desist 
order  could  result  in  a  maximum  fine 
of  $6,000  for  each  day  of  violation. 

Solid  wsiste  disposal  has  become  a 
major  probleaa  in  Southern  California 
during  the  past  25  years.  Today,  the 
average  Californian  is  generating  five 
pounds  of  solid  waste  every  day  of  the 
year  which  must  be  disposed  of  some- 
where. Suitable  dumpsites  are  becom- 
ing more  difficult  to  find  —  particu- 
larly in  urban  areas.  In  recent 
years,  tremendous  pressure  to  use 
abandoned  gravel  pits  for  dvanpsites 
has  materiSLlized. 

Fortunately  for  water  users,  there  is 
an  intense,  well-organized  campaign 
against  such  practices  throughout  the 
Los  Angeles  area.  The  CentreLL  and 
West  Basin  Water  Replenishment  Dis- 
trict, Central  Basin  Water  Association 
and  various  other  agencies  have  vigor- 
ously opposed  all  applications  for 
peimssion  to  operate  sanitary  land- 
fill programs  in  the  Central  Basin. 
Opposition  to  the  use  of  gravel  pits 
&s   dumpsites  will  undoubtedly  con- 
tinue until  fool-proof  sealing 
methods  are  developed  to  prevent 
pollution  of  ground  water  by  leachates. 

A  report  published  by  the  State  of 
California,  Department  of  Public 
Health,  Bureau  of  Sanitary  Engineer- 
ing, entitled  "Investigation  of 
Ground  Water  Quality  Problems  in  the 
Central  Basin  of  Los  Angeles  County  - 
July  1968"  discusses  many  of  the 
ground  water  quality  problems  that 
may  already,  or  will  in  the  future, 
face  water  users  in  the  Central  Basin. 


In  Lieu  Replenishment 

Six  years  ago,  during  the  I965-66 
water  year,  the  Central  and  West 
Basin  Water  Replenishment  District 
began  a  program  of  in  lieu  replen- 
ishment. The  program  is  authorized 
by  Section  60230  of  the  California 
Water  Code.  In  effect,  the  Replenish- 
ment District  was  given  the  power  to 
contract  with  any  producer  having 
access  to  supplemental  water  to  have 
the  producer  use  supplemental  water 
instead  of  pumping  water  from  the 
ground. 

The  program  may  be  used  to:  alter  pun^)- 
ing  patterns  within  a  ground  water 
basin;  replenish  aresis  of  low  transmi- 
ssibility  where  conventional  recharge 
techniques  are  ineffective;  heighten 
the  effect  of  injecting  water  to  fonn 
a  sea-water  barrier  by  reducing  extrac- 
tions in  the  vicinity;  reduce  the 
amount  of  replenishment  water  pur- 
chased by  the  District;  and  reduce  the 
annual  ground  water  extraction  from  a 
ground  water  basin. 

When  the  District  first  announced  its 
intention  to  begin  the  in  lieu  replen- 
ishment program,  several  Central  Basin 
producers  expressed  an  interest.  How- 
ever, the  only  producer  to  actually 
I>articipate  in  the  program  has  been 
the  California  Water  Service  Company 
in  the  West  Coast  Basin.  The  results 
of  the  program  are  summarized  in  Table

year.  The  second  barrel  actually 
terminates  in  the  San  Fernando  Valley 
but  some  of  the  Owens  River  water 
eventually  crosses  the  Santa  Monica 
Mountains  and  moves  southward  into 
the  Central  Basin. 


Construction  Projects  Affecting 
Water  Supply 

There  are  two  major  construction  pro- 
jects currently  in  progress  and  one 
completed  that  will  significantly 
affect  the  Central  Basin's  water 
supply:  The  California  State  Water 
Project  and  the  proposed  additions 
to  Metropolitan  Water  District's  dis- 
tribution system. 


One  other  project  of  considerable 
interest  to  Central  Basin  water  users 
is  the  Los  Angeles  County  Joint  Sani- 
tation District's  plan  to  reclaim 
waste  water.  Considerable  benefit 
from  spreading  reclaimed  water  in  the 
forebay  areas  of  Central  Basin  may 
eventually  materialize.  There  is  also 
speculation  that  reclaimed  water  may 
be  used  to  operate  the  sea  water 
barrier  project  in  the  basin. 


The  California  State  Water  Project  is 
the  largest  water  project  ever 
undertaken  and  will  bring  water  from 
the  Feather  River  in  Northern  Cali- 
fornia to  Southern  California  by 
early  1972.  Approximately  99  percent 
of  the  facilities  needed  to  convey 
water  from  Northern  California  to  the 
south  have  been  completed  or  are  under 
construction, 

MWD's  proposed  additions  are  the 
Second  Lower  Feeder  and  the  Sepulveda 
Feeder.  Construction  of  the  Sepulveda 
Feeder  Project  in  the  San  Fernando 
Valley  from  the  treatment  plant  to 
the  tunnel  and  the  Sepulveda  Tunnel 
is  complete.  The  remaining  portion 
which  ties  into  the  Second  Lower 
Feeder  is  approximately  65  percent 
complete  with  completion  scheduled 
for  December  1972. 

The  City  of  Los  Angeles  completed 
the  construction  of  the  second  barrel 
of  its  Owens  River-Mono  Basin 
Aqueduct  in  June  of  this  past  water 


Ground  Water  Levels 

Every  water  well  owner  in  the  Central 
Basin  is  concerned  with  the  location 
of  the  ground  water  level  since  the 
cost  of  puniping  water  is  largely  depen- 
dent on  the  distance  the  water  must  be 
lifted. 

Figure  3  shows  water  level  information 
in  the  form  of  selected  hydrographs. 
Location  of  these  key  wells  are  shown 
in  Plate  1,  page  I5.  These  particu- 
lar hydrographs  are  representative  of 
the  several  aquifers  underlying  the 
basin.  In  general,  they  show  that  the 
water  surface  has  stabilized  and,  in 
some  cases,  risen  slightly  because  of 
recharge  operations  and  changing 
extraction  patterns. 

Additional  water  level  information  is 
contedned  in  the  euinual  report  pub- 
lished by  the  Central  and  West  Basin 
Water  Replenishment  District.

During  the  1970-71  water  year,  water 
purveyors  in  the  Centrtil  Basin  served 
more  than  350,379  acre- feet  of  water 
to  their  customers.  The  basin  con- 
tained 1,505  wells  —  903  active  ~ 
382  inactive  —  I8  injection  and  202 
observation.  Seven  were  drilled  and 
lOU  were  destroyed.  (See  Appendix  C.) 
The  water  service  areas  of  the  parties 
in  the  Basin  are  shown  on  Plates  3,  ^» 
and  5,  pages  22-27. 

A  rapid  population  increase  in  the 
Central  Basin  6u:ea  has  caused  the 
water  demand  to  increase  substantially 
each  year.  Prior  to  I96I,  ground  water 
from  the  Central  Basin  served  most  of 
the  demand.  However,  the  Judgment 
reduced  extractions  to  217,367  acre- 
feet  einnually,  so  imported  water 
rapidly  became  an  important  component 
of  the  area's  water  supply. 

Figure  k   graphically  illustrates  the 
annual  ground  water  extractions  and 
imported  water  use  from  1952  to  the 
present.  r4uch  of  the  increased  im- 
ported water  demand  during  the  past 
six  years  may  be  directly  attributed 
to  the  curtailment  of  ground  water 
extractions. 

Figure  5  provides  another  graphical 
analysis  of  the  monthly  relationship 
between  rainfall,  ground  water  extrac- 
tions, £Lnd  imported  supplies.  Note 
how  climatic  conditions  affect  the 
water  demand. 

Ground  Water  Extractions 

The  Central  Basin  Judgment  limits  the 
amount  of  ground  water  each  party  can 
extract  annusuLly  (October  1  through 
September  30  of  each  year)  from  the 
Basin.  This  lirr.it  is  referred  to  as 
the  "Allowed  Pumping  Allocation" 
(APA) .  Recipients  of  exchange  pool 
water  may  pump  the  amount  released  to 
them  in  addition  to  their  APA.  Table  h, 


page  28,  is  a  balance  sheet  summarizing 
each  party's  "water  accotint". 

The  metered  ground  water  production 
from  eax:h  active  well  in  the  basin  is 
listed  by  party  in  Appendix  B,  Tables 
B-1  and  B-2.  Table  B-1  lists  parties 
that  report  on  a  monthly  basis;  Table 
B-2  lists  parties  that  report  on  a 
quatrterly  basis.  Normally,  water  wells 
producing  more  than  25  acre- feet  per 
year  must  be  equipped  with  a  water 
meter  and  be  reported  monthly.  Wells 
producing  less  than  25  acre-feet  per 
year  do  not  necessarily  require  a 
meter  and  may  be  reported  on  a  quar- 
terly basis.  The  location  of  the  wells 
where  groiind  water  was  extracted  is 
shown  on  Plates  1  smd  2,  pages  1U-I6. 

In  order  to  provide  flexibility  in  the 
control  of  ground  water  extractions, 
the  Judgment  contains  provisions  allow- 
ing  the  parties  to  carry  over  into  the 
succeeding  water  year  a  portion  of  their 
unused  water  right  and  in  some  cases  to 
overextract.  This  flexibility  was  neces- 
seiry  to  meet  unforeseen  emergencies  in 
water  demands. 

One  piTovision  allows  parties  to  carry 
over  from  one  water  year  to  another 
any  unused  APA  not  to  exceed  ten  per- 
cent of  their  APA  or  10,00  acre- feet, 
whichever  is  greater.  In  suidition, 
any  unused  exchange  pool  water  can  be 
carried  over  into  the  following  water 
year.  Chapter  k   contains  additionetl 
information  on  this  provision. 

Parties  are  also  sLIlowed  to  over- 
extract  by  10  percent  of  their  APA 
or  2  acre- feet,  whichever  is  larger. 
Under  certain  circumstances,  parties 
may  over  extract  in  greater  amounts. 
However,  prior  approval  of  the  Water- 
master  must  be  obtained  and  in  any 
case,  must  be  made  up  the  following 
water  year.

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Extractions  by  Nonparties 

In  order  to  keep  the  parties  and  the 
Court  apprised  of  all  ground  water 
extractions  within  the  Central  Basin, 
the  Watermaster  collected  information 
on  nonparty  ground  water  extractions 
shown  in  Table  5.     The  nonparties 
were  not  named  in  the  Central  Bsusin 
Judgment  and  as  such  are  not  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Watermaster. 
During  the  1970-71  water  year  three 
additional  nonparties  were  discovered 
pumping  from  the  Central  Basin  and  have 
agreed  to  report  their  extractions. 

Imported  and  Exported  Supplies 

Large  quantities  of  water  are  imported 
to  the  Central  Basin  fran  other 
sources.     Water  frcjn  the  Colorado 
River  arrives  through  the  facilities 
of  The  Ifetropolitan  Water  District  of 
Southern  California  for  distribution

State  well  numbers  that  identify  each  water 
well  in  the  Central  Basin  are  derived  from 
a  system  based  on  the  U.  S.   Public  Land  Sur- 
vey.    Each  nunber  consists  of  township  and 
range  designation,   a  section  number,   a  let- 
ter representing  the  Uo-acre  tract  in  which 
the  well  is  situated,   a  sequence  nunber  in- 
dicating the  chronological  order  in  which 
the  well  number  was  assigned,   and  a  letter 


representing  the  base  and  meridian.     The 
last  letter  is  frequently  omitted  fron  well 
numbers  in  a  single  area  because  all  wells 
there  share  a  single  base  and  meridian.

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IV.   ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  JUDCaffiNT 


The  Central  Basin  Judgment  was  a  logi- 
cal step  toward  preserving  the  useful- 
ness of  a  valuable  natural  resource. 
It  provides  a  flexible  tool  to  limit 
extractions  and  still  allow  beneficial 
use  of  the  ground  water  supply.  How- 
ever, the  restriction  on  extractions 
imposed  by  the  Judgment  forces  the 
parties  to  look  for  other  supplies. 
Fortunately,  these  are  available.   If 
they  were  not,  the  rapidly  increasing 
demand  for  water  might  literally  bank- 
rupt the  basin  before  other  basin 
manJigement  techniques  could  be  devel- 
oi>ed. 

Exchange  Pool 

The  Court  and  parties  foresaw  that 
adjudicating  the  water  rights  in  the 
Central  Basin  and  limiting  the  total 
extraction  would  not  be  satisfactory 
to  all  parties.  For  this  reason, 
Part  III,  Subpart  C  of  the  Judgment 
authorizes  a  water  Exchange  Pool  to 
provide  additional  water  rights  for 
parties  without  a  sujjplementary  sup- 
ply. Tables  7  and  8  summarize  the 
1970-71  Exchange  Pool  Transactions.

A  "Required  Offer"  Kist  be  made  to  the 
pool  Khen  a  aeaber  has  a  connection  to 
■upplflBientary  vater  and  can  obtain 
inported  vater  frcn  the  Metropolitan 
Water  District  or  the  Central  and  West 
Basin  Municipal  Water  Districts.

Category  "B"  Requests  are 
those  requests  which  exceed  the  150 
percent  or  100  acre -foot  limitation. 
Whenever  there  are  insufficient  "Re- 
quired Offers"  to  meet  all  Category 
"A"  Requests,  "Voluntary  Offers  may  be 
used  in  lieu  of  "Required  Offers". 
Category  "B"  .Requests  are  filled  ex- 
clusively by  Voluntary  Offers  • 

Experience  has  been  such  that  there 
have  always  been  sufficient  "Reqviired 
Offers"  to  meet  all  the  Category  "A" 
Requests;  as  a  result,  no  "Voltintary 
Offers"  have  been  used  to  fill  Category 
"A"  Requests.  It  is  doubtful  whether 
"Voluntary  Offers"  will  ever  be  used  to 
meet  Category  "A"  Requests.  Conse- 
quently, very  few  "Voluntary  Offers"  are 
used  in  the  Central  Basin  Exchange 
Pool.  The  only  instances  where  "Volun- 
tary Offers"  are  utilized  are  in  those 
cases  where  requests  exceed  the  I50 
percent  or  100  acre-foot  limitation. 
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DurlDg  the  I970-7I  water  year,  there 
were  five  members  to  the  Exchange  Pool 
whose  requests  met  these  criteria. 

A  "Request "for  Exchange  Pool  water 
right  may  be  made  when  a  member's  esti- 
mated needs  exceed  his  total  supply, 
including  leases. 

!nie  price  charged  for  Exchange  Pool 
water  rights  is  fixed  by  Part  III, 
Subpart  C,  Paragraph  10  of  the  Judg- 
ment. The  price  is  based  primarily  on 
the  cost  of  water  frcxn  the  Central 
Basin  Municipal  Water  District  and 
the  pumping  tax  set  by  the  Central  and 
West  Basin  Water  Replenishment  District. 
Since  these  prices  vary  frco  year  to 
year,  the  cost  of  Exchange  Pool  water 
will  likewise  vary  from  year  to  year.

Payments  for  Exchange  Pool  water  rights 
are  made  in  four  equal  monthly  payments. 
The  first  payment  is  due  to  the  Water- 
master  on  or  before  December  31,  and 
the  remaining  three  payments  on  or 
before  the  last  day  of  the  next  three 
succeeding  months.  After  all  payments 
are  received  for  each  month,  the 
Waterraaster  then  disburses  the  corres- 
I)onding  amount  to  the  parties  whose 
offers  were  sold. 


Exchange  Pool  Cairryover 

The  Central  Basin  Exchange  Pool  pro- 
vides additional  pumping  rights  to 
parties  at  a  relatively  high  price. 
The  authors  of  the  Judgment  therefore 
believed  that  the  parties  should  be 
allowed  to  pump  their  entire  exchange 
water  right  purchJwe  regardless  of  the 
provisions  limiting  carryover  of  water 
rights.  Therefore,  a  specific  exchange 
water  carryover  provision  was  drafted 
and  included  in  the  Judgment. 

The  clause  specifically  allows  a  party 
that  purchased  exchange  water  to  carry 
over  the  unpumped  portion  of  its 
sOlowable  extraction  until  all  of  the 
exchange  water  is  pumped.  TsUsle  9 
lists  each  party  that  carried  exchange 
water  into  the  I97O-7I  water  year,  the 
amount  of  water  carried  forward,  and 
the  additional  cost.  The  charge  is 
authorized  by  the  Judgment  and  is 
based  on  the  difference  in  the  prices 
of  excheinge  pool  water  between  the 
year  the  water  was  purchased  and  the 
succeeding  year.  Table  k,   page  28, 
also  shows  those  parties  having  a 
c8u:ryover  of  exchange  water  from  the 
1970-71  to  the  1971-72  water  year.

The  Central  Basin  Exchange  Pool  is  not 
the  only  method  of  obtaining  addition- 
al pumping  rights.  Each  water  year, 
there  are  a  number  of  water  rights 
lease  and  sale  transa<;tions  between 
parties.  Table  10  lists  leases,  sales, 
parties,  ajad  amounts  involved.  Appen- 
dix A  also  records  all  sales  of  water 
rights  between  parties  and  shows  the 
current  ownership  of  Allowed  Pumping 
Allocations  by  each  of  the  parties  as 
of  September  30,  1971. 

Suggested  samples  of  water  right  lease 
smd  sale  agreements  are  illustrated  in 
Figure  7.  The  Waterraaster  reccmmends 
that  all  dooiments  be  prepared  on  an 
8-1/2  X  11-inch  sheet  of  paper. 

The  "General  Information,  Policies  and 
Procedures"  of  the  Watennaster  Service 
in  the  Central  Basin  is  being  revised 
to  read  as  follows : 


"In  order  that  a  water  right  lease  be 
in  force  (applicable)  during  a  parti- 
cular water  year,  it  must  have  been 
executed  by  the  parties  involved  before 
or  prior  to  September  1  of  the  water 
year  in  question.  In  addition,  the 
executed  water  right  lease  document 
should  be  filed  with  the  Watennaster 
no  later  than  August  31  or  postmarked 
August  31  of   the  water  yeaur  in 
question.  Any  otherwise  valid  agree- 
ment not  filed  with  the  Watennaster 
prior  to  September  1  of  the  water  year 
in  question  will  be  void  and  of  no 
force  or  effect  for  the  tr«msfer  of 
water  rights  for  said  water  year." 

When  property,  on  which  water  rights 
have  been  developed  is  sold,  the 
Watennaster  must  be  furnished  a  copy 
of  the  sale  doomient.  The  sale  docu- 
ment is  required  for  the  proper 
accounting  of  the  water  rights.  The 
Watennaster  assiimes  that  the  water 
rights  pass  on  to  the  new  owner  unless 
si)ecifically  reserved  in  the  sale 
doc\anent .

Overextractions 

Each  yeax  some  parties  extract  more 
ground  water  from  the  Cent  red.  Basin 
than  they  are  entitled  to.  The  over- 
extractions  are  usueLLly  small,  within 
the  tolerance  set  by  the  Judgment. 
Each  party  may  overextract  by  2  acre- 
feet  or  10  percent  of  its  Allowed 
Puniping  Allocation,  whichever  is 
greater,  on  the  premise  that  the  over- 
extraction  will  be  eliminated  during 
the  following  water  year.  Any  over- 
extractions  above  this  limit  must  have 
prior  approval  by  the  Watermaster. 
Most  overextractions  are  the  result  of 
an  unexpected  increase  in  water  demand 
so  it  would  be  unreasonable  not  to 
allow  some  deviation  from  the  limits 
euid  guidelines  of  the  Judgment.  Table 
11  stunmarizes  all  overextractions  dur- 
ing the  1970-71  water  year. 

Of  the  sixty-four  parties  listed: 
twenty  overextracted  in  violation  of 
the  Judgment,  of  which  sixteen  have 
taken  steps  to  eliminate  their  over- 
extractions,  three  had  requested  per- 
mission and  obtained  approval  to  over- 
extract;  and  six  were  also  in  viola- 
tion at  the  end  of  the  1969-7O  water 
year. 

Century  Center  Mutual  Water  Associa- 
tion, Ed  and  Sjsma  Hsialana,  South^rest 
Water  Compsuiy,  and  Harm  and  Pearl 
Wiersema  have  not  taken  steps  to  elim- 
inate their  overextractions.  Century 
Center  MutusJ.  Water  Association  and 
Ed  and  Sjana  Haakma  were  also  in  vio- 
lation at  the  end  of  the  I969-7O  water 
year.  These  four  named  parties  have 
been  warned  and  directed  to  make  res- 
titution either  by  depositing  funds 
with  the  Watermaster  for  sufficient 
1972-73  Exchange  Pool  water  or  in 
lieu  thereof  to  submit  copies  of 
water  right  lease  agreements  to  cover 
their  overextractions  prior  to 
March  1,  1972. 

The  Watermaster  recanjiiends  that  no 
action  be  brought  against  those 


parties  that  overextracted  but  have 
taken  steps  to  eliminate  the  over- 
extractions  .

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Part  II, 
Paragraph  1(b)  of  the  Judgment  and 
the  Policies  and  Procedures  of  Water- 
master  Service,  on  or  about  April  6, 
1971,  one  party  was  requested  to  in- 
stall a  water  meter  so  as  to  begin  re- 
porting its  production  on  a  monthly 
basis  beginning  July  1,  1971.  The 
party  protested  and  established  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Watermaster 
that  its  extractions  would  be  less  than 
25  acre-feet  per  year;  thus,  it  was 
allowed  to  continue  reporting  on  a 
quarterly  basis. 

From  time  to  time  the  Watermeister 
evaluates  historical  ground  water  pro-

master's  discretion.  In  some  instances, 
the  evaluations  and  findings  result  in 
minor  uncontested  changes  in  the 
records  to  the  benefit  of  the  party  or 
vice  versa. 


Barbaria,  et  al. ,  complied  with 
the  Watermaster's  request  of  April  20, 
1970,  by  installing  a  meter  on  Febru- 
ary 9>  1971  and  now  reports  monthly. 


The  administration  of  the  Judgment 
was  hampered  to  a  degree  by  the  fai- 
lure of  a  rajunber  of  parties  in  suhmit- 
ting  their  production  reports  to  the 
Central  and  West  Basin  Water  Replenish- 
ment District  by  the  prescribed  date. 
The  "General  Information  Policies  and 
Procedures"  bulletin,  published  by  the 
Watermaster  and  mailed  to  all  the 
parties,  sets  the  deadline  as  the  15th 
of  the  month  for  the  water  pumped 
during  the  preceding  month. 
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V.  ADMINISTRATIVE  COSTS 


The  Central  Baaln  Area  was  established 
as  a  "Watennaster  Service  Area"  in 
accordance  with  Part  U,  Division  2,  of 
the  Water  Code  of  the  State  of  Calif- 
ornia. Therefore,  as  provided  xinder 
Section  k201f   the  cost  of  administer- 
ing the  service  area  and  the  distri- 
bution of  water  therein  is  payable 
one-half  by  the  State  and  one-half  by 
the  parties. 

Cost  of  Watemaster  Service 
for  1970-71 

The   Judgment  requires  that  the  Water- 
master  prepare  and  mail  a  copy  of  the 
tentative  budget  to  each  of  the 
parties  at  least  60  days  before  the 
beginning  of  e«w:h  water  year.  If  no 
objections  are  received  within  15  days 
after  service  of  the  tentative  budget, 
it  becones  a  final  budget. 

The  tentative  budget  sulanltted  to  the 
parties  on  July  31,  1970,  is  presented 


In  Table  12.  There  were  no  objec- 
tions and  it  v&s   adopted  as  the 
final  budget  on  August  15,  1970. 

The  administrative  cost  chargeable  to 
the  parties  was  apportioned  among  the 
parties  as  directed  by  the  JUdgaent. 
The  Judgiient  provides  that  if  the 
portion  of  the  final  budget  payable 
by  the  parties  is  equal  to,  or  less 
than  $5  per  party,  the  cost  shall 
be  equally  apportioned  among  the 
parties.  However,  if  the  parties' 
share  of  the  budget  is  greater  than 
$5  per  party,  each  party  will  be 
assessed  a  minimum  of  $5  and  the 
total  amount  so  collected  will 
be  deducted  fron  the  parties' 
share  of  the  budget.  The 
remaining  balance  to  be  collected 
Is  then  assessed  among  the  parties 
in  proportion  to  their  Allowed 
Pumping  Allocation  which  is  in 
excess  of  65  ewre-feet.

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Apportionnents  of  parties'  share  of 
the  budget  for  the  water  year  1970-71 
are  set  forth  in  Table  13.  A  five 
percent  penalty  is  assessed  if  pay- 
ments beccoie  delinquent.  In  this 
respect,  55  parties  were  penadized 
as  their  payments  were  not  made  with- 
in the  allowable  30  days  after  service 
of  the  statement  of  the  amount  due. 
Assessments  totaling  $l6.U8  were 
collected  for  delayed  payments. 

Chapter  IV  presents  information  on 
Exchange  Pool  water  carryover.  This 
provision  directs  the  Watermaster  to 
bill  and  collect  from  those  parties 
having  a  carryover  of  Exchange  Pool 
water  the  difference  in  price  per 
acre-foot  ($U.OO)  for  exchange  water 
when  the  price  in  the  succeeding 
water  year($U3.00)  exceeds  the  price 
of  the  previous  year  ($39-00).  A 
total  of  $2,3U9.2U  was  collected  for 
exchange  water  carried  over  from  the 


1969-70  water  year  to  the  1970-71 
water  year.  See  Table  9  (page  37) 
for  a  detailed  breakdown.  These  addi- 
tioneuL  payments  are  considered  miscel- 
laneous income  to  the  Watermaster  and 
are  applied  towards  that  share  of  the 
Watermaster ' s  budget  to  be  paid  by  the 
parties . 

In  euidition  to  the  above-mentioned 
receipts,  $362.15  was  collected  for 
delayed  payments  in  the  operation  of 
the  Exchange  Pool.  The  penalties  were 
assessed  in  accordance  with  Exchange 
Pool  procedures  and  the  additional 
miscellaneous  income  thus  collected 
was  applied  towards  the  parties'  share 
of  the  budget. 

Income  and  expenditures  for  watermaster 
service  during  the  1970-71  water  year 
are  shown  in  Table  ik   below.  Any 
credit  or  debit  balance  is  carried 
forward  into  the  succeeding  water  year.
